Tho Jubilee Hoapital bonrd had a regular 
meeting last evening, Mr. Joahua Davies, 
tho president, in the chair and Messrs. W. 
M. Chudley, J. S. Yates, G. H. Brown, I. 
Bravorman, Thomas Shotbolt, John Braden, 
Charles Hayward, Alexander 'Wilson and 
D. B. EbertB alao present, beeideB Dr. 
Divio, the visiting surgeon, who attended 
by request. 

Tho Chairman said he had invited Dr. 
D^vio to be prosont to glvo tho board the 
boncfir, of his viowe in oonnoction with tho 
further oorreapondenoo from Hon. Dr. 
Helmckon, already published, on tho aubjeot 
of tho Pemberton bequeet and tho purpoae 
to which it 8hu.ll bo applied. A mistake 
made by several pereons who had written to 
tho nowspipera on thia 8ubjeot, wib, Baid tho 
Cnairman, the statement that the late Mr. 
l'ornberton's bequest was for tho express 
purpoae of building a maternity ward, 
whereas it was nothing of the kind, but 
aimply & gift of §2,000, with the hopo ex- 
preBsed that hia namo might for the future 
bo in some way associated with the institu- 
tion. Ho bad a fow days ago paid another 
visit to tho hospital on this buiinesu, and 
further consultation with the ataff there 
mado him more than ever of tho opinion that 
it ia inadviaablo to upply tho bequeat to es- 
tablishing the propoaed maternity ward. 

Dr. Davie said in dealing with this aub- 
jeot one had first to considor tho objects of 
tho bequest, which he thought plainly 
wero, one to eooure a lasting monumont to 
Mr. Pemberton's memory, and another to 
cIV Ob tho greatest amount of good to the 
Jubilee hospital. If tho amount of tho bo- 
quest h&dbeen $10,000, a maternity ward — 
not a maternity school — would no doubt 
have received the support of tho board of 
dirootora, and he should have had pleasure 
in Booonding their efforta. Ho considered, 
however, that tho ereotion of a maternity 
school bb proposed to acoommodato two or 
throo patients, with its main object the 
training of so many nursea per year, would 
be an entire miatako. In the first place it 
would be certain to be superseded in the 
hear future by a proper maternity hoapital 
or ward, large enough to meet the require- 
ments of Victoria ; and it would thus 
fail entirely to meet the first ob- 
ject of the bequest, namely the per- 
potuation of Mr. Pemberton'a memory. 
In tho next placo it would but add to the 
coat of maintenance of the hospital, which 
as is well known is already embarrassed for 
want of money. It haa been propoaed to 
adrvit two or three obatotrical oaaea into the 
body of the hoapital and in some way iso- 
late them ; but he muet condemn this plan 
as being without precedent, and because it 
borders eo thoroughly on what is dangerous 
that it is unwise. The first and chief object 
of the hospital, he held, is that it shall be a 
safe place — the safcat placo — in whioh to 
treat ita patienta ; and while ho was not 
opposed to the education of nursea in this 
branch he thought thia should bo a matter 
of entirely secondary importance. When it 
becomes a question between tho efficiency 
and safety of the hospital on the ono aide 
ond the education of nurses on tho other, 
ho thought thore Bhouid be but one opin- 
ion — the hospital and its patienta 
should come first. as regards the 
proposed operating theatre, it cortainly 
would meet tho wiBhos of Mr. Pemberton, 
aa it wauld bo a permanent and most im- 
portant part of tho hospital. It would be 
called, he supposed, the Pemberton Operat- 
ing Theatre, and would certainly provo a 
suitable monument to the legatee's memory, 
keeping it green and serving as a memento 
of the goodwill and liberality of tho firat 
person who haB thought it right to help thia 
admirable institution out of hia accumulated 
wealth after hia docoaao. The erection of 
tho operating theatre would add three or 
four roomB to the present capacity of tho 
hoapital. Thus, inatead of being asourco of 
increased expense, it would aaaiat to create a 
revenue for tho hospital, whioh ho thought 
should recommend it strongly to 
tho good opinion of the board. 
Briefly, tho maternity sohool sohomo 
would fail to meot tho wishes of Mr, Pem- 
berton's family, while it would bo on ad- 
ditioual burden on the hospital without 
materially increasing its utiliiy. Tho 
operating thoatro scheme on tho contrary 
would meot tho wishes of tho family, and 
would bo tho means of increasing the 
opacity of tho hoapital and adding 
materially to its income. Ho thought that, 
lookiDg at tho mattor from any standpoint, 
there should bo no hesitation in tho choico 
of tho latter scheme 

In answer to Mr. Hayward, Dr. Divie 
said ho thought that in a fow yours there ia 
bound to bo in connection with the hospital 
a matornity luilding, not on tho email saalo 
which tho money now at thoir dispoaal 
would permit, but with at least eight or ton 
beds. This would bo both a Bohool and a 
hoapital, whilo tho bequeat ia auffioiont for 
not moro than praotioally a sohool. 

Mr. Wilson exproaaod himaolf Btrongly in 
favor of establishing tho matornity ward or 
■aohool, and maintained that tho board wore 
bound to oxpend the bequest for that pur- 
pose. Ho held that the cxponso the city 
had rooontly boon put to in oonneotion with 
a fow maternity patients who wore a charge 
upon tho public, showed the nooessity for 
being ablo to take care of such cases at tho 
Jubilee. 

Mr. Hayward stated that since tho 
former report was given to tho board, he had 
found on consultation with a oontraotor, 
from whom ho had a tender in his hand, 
that upon Bomewhat modifying the planB 
tho building could bo oreoted for less than 
tho availablo amount of §3, CO!), lobving tin- 
finished certain portions whioh oould bo left 
in that stato for tho prosont. Ho regretted 
that more inquiry had not been mado be- 
fore tho report was handed in to the board, 
and ho thorcforo moved that tho mattor bo 
referred back to tho spooial committee on 
the plans for furthor consideration. 

Mr. Yates objootod to endorsing tho idoa 
of orooting a building for tho maintenance of 
whioh the board has no funds. 

A gonoral discussion ensued, and the 
Chairman at length statod that Mr. F. B, 
Pemborton told him lately that ho thought 
his mother would havo a deoidod objection 



to the application of her supplemental gift 
of §1,500 to tho ereotion of any incomplete 
work whioh would have to bo added to 
later on. 

The motion to refer baok to oommittoo 
was then agreod to. 

A letter from Chief Deaay called attention 
to the requirement of the fire eacapo act that 
escapes should bo provided at the hospital. 
Laid on the table, Mr. Braden remarking 
that there is likely to bo a change in tho aot. 

J. Pieroy & Co. asked for a aharo of tho 
dry goods patronage. Referred to com- 
rolttee. 

A report from tho committee of tho month, 
among other matters dealt with, complainsd 
that tho lottor addressed to tho city oounoil 
asking for adequato fire protoction for the 
hospital, and that the aldermen oonfar with 
tho directors on the subjeot, had simply 
boon laid on tho table, and recommended 
that tho matter be again brought to the at- 
tention of the council. Tho report further 
stated the desirability of erecting at an 
early date a building for the residence of tho 
resident surgeon. 

Mr. Yates said with reforenoe to tho doo- 
tor's reaidenco ho had aeoured plans on an 
inexpensive soalo to whioh ho invited at- 
tention. 

Tho report was referred to the committee 
for November. 

The matter of tho propoaed lease or silo 
of tho old Fronoh hospitul building wae re- 
entrusted to Mr. Chudloy. 

The Treasurer's statoment showed out- 
standing accounts due at Cotober 1 of §4,- 
401, due to thirty-six creditors, besidca 
whioh there aro now due tho October silar- 
iea and other accounts, whilo the cash on 
hand ia §1,180. 

Tho Chairman Baid he thought the board 
could not too soon or too urgently impreaa 
upon tho city council that for all it doeB tor 
the city the grant made to tho hospital ia 
altogether too small. 

Mr. Wilson suggested that the ho«pital 
should keep a standing udvortisoment in tho 
nowspapers soliciting subscription. 

Tho Treasurer's roport was laid on the 
tablo for consideration at noxt mooting. 
The board then adjourned.

ANOTHER CHINESE DEFEAT. 



In 



Full Flight They Fling Arms, 
Ammunition and Provisions 
Behind Them. 



Lord Salisbury Speaks at Edinhurgh 
-How He Proposes to Amend 
the Lords. 



Conservative Measures for the Ensu- 
ing- Session-Decisive Split 
Among- Irish Unionists. 



Japanese Troops Most Hopeful and 
Enthusiastic— Anxious to 
(io Forward' 

Yokohama, Oot. 2S —Dispatches rooeived 
horo confirm the report of a battle botween 
the Chinese and Japaueee forces after the 
latter oroseod the Yalu river. It is added 
that the whole of the Japanese army after- 
ward advanced northward, and Kiuren 
castle, hold by a large foree of Chinese, was 
attacked on all sides. The Chinese made a 
desperate defense, and the fighting was very 
severe. Tho Chinese aro reported to have 
numbered 20,000 men. Tho enemy fled 
toward Antung. Tho Japanese captured a 
quantity of provisions. Tho Chinese lost 
200 killed and a number wounded. Many 
prisoners wero takon. 

London', Oot, 28 — A. correspondent) of 
the Pall Mall Gazette at Cheefoo cables that 
the fleets of China and Japan aro now off 
that port and a battle will take place there 
shortly. 

It ia announced that China is negotiating 
in London a loan of £1,600,000. It will bo 
a 7 per cont. allver loan, and tho issue price 
is expected to be 9S. Tho loan will bo 
secured on tho revenuo of the treaty ports. 

The Wlju correspondent of the Central 
News telegraphs : " Friday's attack on 
Kulienchao was made by four columns act- 
ing in conoert. The troops were in position 
early in tho morning and began the advance 
at day-break. There was no 8ign from the 
Chinese batteries and sentinels. A gun was 
fired, but there was no response. Then a 
hell was dropped into tho principal battery ; 
but still no sign. The scouta soon camo 
biok with tho newa that the plaoe had been 
vacated by tho Chineao. Wnen the signifi- 
oanoe of this flight was read to the troops 
they gave round after round of cheers, lb 
ia bolieved that the arrival of the defeated 
Chineao troops from Fushang caused such a 
panic in tho garrison that the officers could 
not restrain the men from flight. / 



The trouble with the telegraph wires 
continued yesterday and last night, there 
being no communication between the island 
and main line. 



London. Oct. 27.— Lord Salisbury speaks 
in Edinburgh on Monday in reply to Lord 
Roaobery at Bradford this evening. A 
forecast of Lord Salisbury's Bpeeoh, aa ac- 
cepted at tho Carleton olub, credits the ex- 
prime minister with the purpose of appear- 
iDg in the role ol a reformer of the House of 
Lords, not only by a drastic principle of 
limiting the legislative powers of the hered 
itary branch of parliament, but by providing 
for a house of peers, a part of the membera 
of whioh shall be elected by the people, the 
remainder holding their seata by right of 
birth. Another Boheme of Lord Salisbury's, 
which he advances as an alternative to the 
principle of a housn of peerB partly elective 
and partly hereditary, provides for a greater 
infusion of life into the existing House of 
Lords, with the proviso that whenever a 
bill which has been pasaed by the Houso of 
Commons shall have been twice rejected by 
the poere, the moaaure shall be referred to 
the country at large. Tho plana of both 
Lord Koaobery and Lord Saliabury, bo far 
aa they aro known, thus indicate that the 
question of the abridgement of the powers 
of tho House of lords will be given place in 
the forefront of the election programme. 

E. T. Ellis, the Conservative whip, gave a 
glimpse of tho ofllaial bills to be oonBiderod 
at the coming Beasion of parliament in a re- 
cont addreBB to his constituents. Mr. Ellia 
Baid that besides tho measure for the reform 
of the Houao of Lords, thoro would bo intro- 
duced for tho disestablishment of the church 
in WuleB, the Iriah Land Acta' Amendment 
bill, the ono man ono vote proposal, tho fac- 
tory bill, and other labor and aooial 
measures. 

The split among the IriBh Unionists over 
the land bill ia decisive. T. W. RubboII, 
who represents tho south division of Tyrone 
in the House of Commons, loada tho Protoat- 
ant farmers of Uleter in their adherence to 
the aupport of tho proposals mado by Mr. 
John Morley. The result ia that the Union- 
iataof Ulster are breaking to pieo3 and tho 
landlord party ia fighting tho farmers. This 
rupture, it ia bolioved, will enable tho Na- 
tionalista to aeouro five of tho seats for Ul- 
ster at the next general olootion. 



E0SEBERY AT BRADFORD. 

The British Prime Minister on tho Iasues- 
The Great Question That of 
the Lords. 

London, Oot. 28— Tho Liberals last night 
opened their electoral oimpaign at Brad- 
ford, whoro a mooting was held wh'ch waa 
attended by 5,000 pooplo. Prime Minister 
Rosobory delivered the prinoipal speooh of 
tho evening. Ho aaid that in hia opinion 
tho noxt general election would not bo 
founded on the home rulo, diaostabliahment 
of tho church in Waloa or liquor questions, 
but on a quostion whioh would inoludo all. 
Tho matter of tho Houso [of Lords wae tho 
groatost logislativo question that had arison 
in two oonturios. It had long been evident 
to him that druBtio donling with the Houso 
of Lords must precedo tho full realization of 
other political programmes. Ho oonfessod 
froely that all oxporionco pointod to tho no- 
oosBity of a second chamber of aomo sort, 
but to his mind it waB an absolute dungor 
that there should bo a second ohamberin tho 
position of tho House of Lords. It was, 
therefore, aa a lover of legislation and free- 
dom that ho implored the peoplo to take 
this question into immodiato consideration. 

The powors of tho Houso of Lords ovor 
fiiianoos had thrioo boon restricted by reso- 
lutions of tho Tloufie of Commons. Tho up- 
per houso had alao been restricted regard- 
ing interference with elections. Thoroforo 
a resolution which tho government would 
introduco would declaro in oloar torms that 
tho Houso of Commons in tho partnership 
with the House of Lords Is tho unmistak- 
ably predominant partner. To inatanco tho 
responsibility of tho govornmont, it would 
proBont a joint dotnaud of tho exeoutivo 
and the Houbo of Commons for a revision of 
tho constitution. 



There will doubtless be the largest 
attendance in the police court thia morning 
that haa been seen there in many a day. 
The polioe have advanoed a stage in the case 
of alleged drugging and robbing of a sealing 
man named Hussey, and have arrested 
Joseph Ahearn, proprietor of the Trade 
Dollar saloon. He iB charged as the princi- 
pal in the affair, and the evidence of Joaey 
Edwards will be tho chief weapon in the 
hands of the prosecution. The theory upon 
which the polioe are working is that Ahearn 
induced the girl and Husaey to aocompany 
him to the Baloon in order that tho money 
known to bs in Huseoy'o possession might 
be seoured. They claim to have proof that 
Ahearn was In a oertain house on Johnson 
street with the other partiea concerned, and 
saw Husaey take the money from hi8 intoxi- 
cated friend for safe keeping, and that be 
then suggested the trip to the saloon. 
Ahearn has retained Mr. George Morphy 
and Mr. A. L. Belyea to oonduct his defence, 
whioh it is expected will be a general denial 
of the contentions of the prosecution and 
testimony to the effect that the money was 
spent with him in the ordinary way lor 
liquors supplied from the bar. The arrest 
waa made yesterday at 11 o'olook by Ser- 
geant Walkor, and the prisoner's application 
to bail was refused. Yesterday evening the 
polico claimed to have ovidence that Ahearn 
had, since the matter became public, made 
an effort to block proBeoution by sending 
Joaey Edwards, the prinoipal witneBB againsc 
him, out of the country. This in, of course, 
flatly donied by tho defence. Hussey, who 
for tho time being disappeared mysteriously, 
turned up again yesterday morning. He 
had only boon out in tho country enjoying a 
day's shooting. 

Last night's meeting of the Natural His- 
tory Sooiety in tho rooms of the legislative 
library was an unusually interesting one. 
The principal feature of tho evening was tho 
address of Dr. Nowcombe on the occurrence 
of mammoth remains on the Northwesb 
coast. It had been generally supposed, on 
tho aasuranco of good authority, that in the 
Cordilleran series, embracing an area of 
1,200 miloa in length by 400 in width, be- 
twoon tho 4S;h and GMrd degrees of north 
latitude, tho great glacial field waa entirely 
wanting in these remains, or at least that 
they wore extremely scarce, and that tho 
one or two bonoa found wero doubtful. 
Howover, Dr. Newcombe, who has care- 
fully investigated, assorts that mammoth 
bones havo been obtainod from Cordova 
bay, James island, Whidby island, Port 
Townaend, Now Dungenose, Squirm b»y and 
olaowhere, showing that thoro ia not want- 
ing evidonco of a pretty gonoral distribution 
of tho mammoth on thia coast in the pre- 
glacial period. These bones havo not 
been proporly identifiod, but probably 
belong to tho specios Elophas Primigenius. 
Tho theory is that tho mammoth or extinct 
olephanb was driven by the ico flow and 
mired in swampa and moraaaos whoro it bo- 
came trapped and imbeddod, and whero it 
remained or was washed to the mouths of 
rivers. Of courso tho varioua places whero 
and conditions in whioh tho romsins aro 
found are accounted for aocording to tho 
peculiar phenomena inoidont to each case. 
Dr. Newcombo Bays no remains of masto- 
dons havo been found in tho area referred to, 
The Bubjoot will havo further consideration. 
Mr. Stevenson spoko on tho fungi fniaily of 
the country, and was of opinion that many 
moro od'blo varieties oxiated than was com- 
monly supposed. It wbg a subject well 
worthy of special investigation. Two now 
mombers wore elected. At tho next meet- 
ing Mr. James Deans will read a paper en- 
titled !' Tho Tales of tho Totoms." A 
motion, of whioh notico was given, will bo 
made to onlargo tho Bcopo of tho socioty by 
inoluding local historical subjects and re- 
search, and an the mooting promises to be an 
interesting ono a good attondanoo is re- 
quested.

Yingling & MoDougald fool proud of their 
claim on Cariboo oretk. The Goldon Eiglo, 
originally located by T. Hardy, was buubo- 
quontly restakod by the former and rechria- 
tened the Goldon Arrow. Two or three 
weeka ago Mr. McDougald took 1,000 
pounda of the ore to Rovolatoke for a mill 
teat. The ton aaoka assayed from §80 in 
gold for the lowest to i?216 per ton for the 
highest, besides a few ouncea of silvor and a 
percentage of coppor. 

S. M. Wharton, with his brother, G. C. 
Wharton, J. Buckley and S. Cresston oame 
in from Denver on Thursday, destined for 
the Cliff mino owned by tho Whartons, 
where preparations will bo made for shipping 
a carload of oro out for a mill test. They 
have a big showing. The Pilot Buy people 
are after the output of the Cliff. S. M. 
Wharton ia also part ownor in the Rico, one 
of tho best mines in the Slooan, which ho 
says has a bigger display of ore now 
than over bofore, and Is gottiug 
daily moro Hko a mino. Between 
500 and COO tona of oro will 
be shipped to Omaha thia winter. MeBars. 
Buckley and Crosaton roportod the Grady 
group looming up. Whilo here tho party 
inquired about the Cariboo creek diacovories, 
and were strongly improesod with tho speci- 
mens shown and tho certified assays. They 
were of the opinion tho camp would bo a 
good one, and in tho spring they will make 
a trip in to invest. 

Alex. Mackenzie, of tho Alpha mine, on 
Four-Milo creek, who arrived over on 
Tnursday, early next morniDg received a 
telegram announcing that rich bodies of ore 
had been struck in both the upper and 
lower tunnels of the mine. Thia with what 
was olroady in sight givoa him enough to 
work on for another year. The shipments 
so far made havo averagod about §105 to tho 
ton, totaling moro than sufficient to pay for 
the whole mine. Mr. Mackenzie is emin- 
ently satisBed with his purohaso. Ho took 
with him some specimens from a small vein 
in the main lode that aBaayB over 5,000 
ounces of silver to the ton. 

The Cariboo oreek camp, both minoral and 
placer, took a decided forward step thia 
weak, several outside capitalists having 
fought in, whilo others are inspecting pre- 
paratory to investing. Inquiries have been 
made about tho camp from aa far east aa 
Toronto and New York. Chas. Vader has 
been one of the foremost pushers in tho 
camp, and has been a ailent partner in sev- 
eral locationa. 

The whole camp la full of life and vitality 
and moro talk of mineral is heard in town 
than ever before. W. Brigga, one of the 
original owners of the Grady group, ou 
Four-Mile, intends to thoroughly investi- 
gate the discoveries and will then invest. 
Alex. Mackenzie, of Alpha fame, will be in- 
terested in the new camp inside of a month. 
He proposes to send in two experts to ex- 
amine some ledges staked out, and if their 
reports be satisfactory will purchase inter- 
ests, and in the spring put a gang of men 
to work developing the properties. Ho 
proposes to spend several thousand dollars 
there. Tho Whartons purpose investing on 
the creek. J. O'Leary ia interested in the 
Highland Laddie, Hattie and others, and 
believes he has a bonanza. E. Mahon, of 
Vancouver, has teBted considerable of tho 
rock, and in no Instance has he found less 
than $80 in gold to the ton. Taken all in 
all Nokuap's mineral protege is very vigor- 
ous. 

F. W. Jordan has returned from a trip 
into Fire valley, whither he had been accom- 
panied by Mrs. Jordan. Mr. Jordan spoke 
enthusiastically of tho valley, the change 
wrought in two years having been surpris- 
ing. At that time tho firat settlers took up 
land and their example was speedily fol- 
lowed by others, the present population 
being about 30. Almost all the available 
land has beeu pre-empted, and several acres 
in each instance have been cleared and 
Beeded down. Two avenues of communica- 
tion are available, the one in from Yernon 
and the other from the Lower Arrow lake. 
Work in the valley is done on tho co-opera- 
tive system. Mr. Jordan is getting in a 
stump-puller, to be used by all, whilo a hay 
press is talked of. Nearly all the Bottlers 
have put in fall wheat. Vail and Bangs 
grow spring wheat with buccbsb, capable of 
making capital flour.

There were no less than thirteen different 
parties or agente buying ore in tho Kootonay 
country at one time recently. 

One hundred and fifty pounds of Greon- 
wood ore were taken by Captain Woods last 
week to Vancouver for treatment by the 
cyanide process aa a teat. 

Mr. J. Douglas having Bold tho Marblo 
group of mineB in Atwood's camp, to Mr. J. 
E. Ross, has moved to tho Skylark mino with 
Mr. Atwood. The terniB of the sale aro aa 
yet private It iB tho intention of Mr. Doug- 
las and associates to commence operationa uu 
the Skylark as Boon as possible, and ore from 
thia well known claim will again ehortly 
find its way to tho amoltor. 

Thero aro alroady sovoral tons of ore 
ready for shipment at tho Helen, which will 
be sent to Everett or Tacotna aB soon us tho 
now road iB completed. Tho owners stato 
their willingnoss to Bhip via Pontioton pro 
vidod an equally low rate ia quoted by tho 
CP. R. as by tho S. F. & N. railway. 

The Helen claim, which has been attract- 
ing bo much attention, is a gold proposition. 
A depth of twenty-two foot haB boon reached 
and the vein and pay streak are both widen- 
ing out. It is not unlikely that a omall 
concentrator will bo brought in boforo next 
Bpring to work tho oro. 

Mr. ChaB. Hayward, provincial timber 
inspector for tho interior, took in tho lower 
Okanogan and Kettle rivor last week on an 
official visit. HiB object was not bo much to 
collect stumpugo as to soo tho sawmill men 
and make them thoroughly acquainted with 
tho law. Ho will probably pay this sootion 
anothor visit within a few months. 

The wagon road connecting tho St. Law- 
ronoe mine with tho road through the re- 
serve has boen completed by Mr. C. C. 
Sands. There were over threo miles of 
grade and ono thirty-two foot bridge uoross 
Kusmoos oreek. Thia road will greatly rc- 
duco tho coat of shipping oro to Maroua. 
Mr. Sands has ton men at work putting up 
btildlng and hua a largo mortar on tho way 
in from Spokano whioh will be uaod to crush 
tho richest oro. Tho St. Lawrenco is now 
sufficiently dovolopod to work twonty-five 
men. 

Tho bonoh sottlors at tho Priest's rango, 
Mission, havo boon gotting on well. MosarB. 
Korby Bros, and B, Lequimo aro building 
an irrigation ditch three miles long from 
Canyon oreek, whioh will noxt yoar placo 
one thousand acres of their respootivo places 
under irrigation— all good bonoh. There la 



little doubt that thia bench land will in time 
produce moro fruit than the bottom lands in 
the valley, which are better suited to hopB. 

Tho idea of roclaiming land along the 
shores of the Okanagau lake by olearing 
out tho Okanagau river haB attraoted tho 
attention of land owners in that section of 
the dbtriot for a long time past, and it is to 
bo hoped that some praotioal action will bo 
taken this year and assistance obtained from 
the Dominion government. To thoroughly 
clean out tho bed of th» Okanagan river bo- 
tweon Okanagan and Dug lakes would not 
only render tho river navigable and ex- 
tend navigation to Okanagan falls, but also 
by giving Okanagan lake a better outlet 
reclaim an immense quantity of land. 

About forty men in ail aro plaoering on 
Rook oreek, ot whom fully thirty will winter 
there. Messrs, Ord, Donahue and Mad- 
den, who have Wn working a bonoh dig- 
ging close to White's bar, have boen aver- 
aging about §6 per day to the man. They 
have reached bed rook and are thirty feot In 
on the aurfaoo of the bench. They are going 
to drift this winter. Messrs. Pemberton, 
Davis and McAfee havo a vory good benoh 
proBpoot, out of whioh they have beon taking 
fair poy. 

J. E. Bobs, who lately purchased the 
Mablo group from Mr. Douglas, came in on 
Wednesday, after sending in a largo amount 
of supplies and making other arrangements 
for tho thorough development of tho proper- 
ties acquired by him. 

Action iB being takon to ojoot Mr. H. 
Cameron from off tho Cariboo olaim at Camp 
MoKinney by the Cariboo Mining Company, 
through thoir representatives, Messrs. (Jooh 
rano & Billings of Vornon. 

We woro recently informod of a cuso in 
which a rancher on tho lower Frasor grew 
from ono pound of Boed no less than 4S0i 
pounds of good potatoos. 

(From tho Kootonay Mail.) 

A monthly mail will be carried botween 
Revelatoko and Big Bond during tho winter, 
commonoing about tho first of December, 
John P. Noilson will uao doge for this pur 
poso, and will visit all tho mining camps on 
Carnos oreek, Smith creek, Frenoh and Ma 
Cullooh orooke. Only letters and nowa 
papora will be carried, as the total weight 
will have to bo lesa than 100 lbs. Mr. Neil 
bou ia anxious to intorviow P. O. Inspector 
Fletcher, to Bee if there ia any ohanco of 
gotting a small Bubsldy from the post offijo 
authorities. As tho trip will be a long and 
wearisome one — between 70 and 80 miles 
each way — over the lonely mountains, where 
probably eight or ton milos a day will bo 
about the limit, according to the condition 
of the snow, Mr. Fletoher ought to encour 
ago tho hardy young man who will bravo 
tho hardships and perils of journeying to the 
Bend throughout the winter. 

A. R. Holdich, asaayer, states that tho 
large amelter now practically completed at 
Pilot Bay, on Kootonay lake, iB intended to 
work, and pretty soon. In f*ot, as soon as 
thero is enough ore in the works and in 
sight, tho composition of whioh has besn ac- 
curately determined bo that they are Bure 
of a lengthy run, the furnace (80 tons caps 
oity per day) will bo started, and kept run- 
ning. This is good news for tho Lardeau as 
well as for the Slocan. 

George Terryborry, who has been in 
oharge of the placer mining operations at 
Carnes oreek for tho Carnes Creek Mining 
Co., arrived down on Thursday, bringing 
between seven and eight ounces of clean 
gold, all in small flat nuggets, and worth 
about §140. They have reached a depth of 
eight feet, bub have not struck bedrock yet, 
The olaim will bo worked all winter. 

The party who loft here last Saturday on 
horBebaok for Big Bend, returned to town 
yesterday. They had been up to inspect 
the Sol Holden mine, a hydraulio olaim, 
located on tho Columbia a few miles above 
Smith oroek, with a view of making a pur- 
chase.

Naiiainio "Hornets" Defeat Vaucou 
ver's Rugby Team After a Fast 
ami Scientific Gtame. 



Harvards Beat Cornell Almost Two 
to One- Suggestions to 
Footballers. 



To the SrORTiNO Editok : — Rof erring to 
the match whioh was pUyod botween the 
Britishers and tho Coloniea last Saturday at 
Boaoon Hill, and which was won by the 
Colonies after a hard gamo, thoy in every 
way deserved their victory. Their forwards 
were simply irresistible during tho last 
twenty minutes of tho gamo, completely 
overwhelming tho opposing halfs, who had 
not tb<? slightest ohanoe of doing any aggres- 
sive play, mainly owing to tho slackness of 
the BritiBh forwards, who oither could not 
or would not go into tho sorimmage, and 
who hung round in Buoh a manner 80 as to 
impede tho half-backs and spoil any ohance 
they might have had of paesing out to their 
three-quarter, thus making thoBo men merely 
spectators during the latter portion of tho 
game. I am certain it was not through lack 
of weight in the British forward team which 
made thorn bo to completely outplayed by 
the Colony men, bub there were only, say 
five, men who did honest work in the scrum, 
and I am confident that thoro uro in this 
town eight forwards who can pack and hold 
a scrum much better than those that played 
last Saturday. A forward should know 
that his pluco is iu the scri.nmago, unless ho 
is specially told off by tbo captain to block 
tho opposite half, and this is what three or 
four of the British evidently did not know, 
judging from their poor display last Satur- 
day. I would suggest that when the next 
tiam is pieked to play tho Colonies all 
favoritism be thrown aside, and men who 
uro capable and not afraid of going into the 
aorum be selected to play and uphold the 
National game of tho old country in a more 
worthy manner. If men are not picked ac- 
cording to their playing ability neither the 
Victoria team nor any other will bo able to 
hold their own in any of the future matches 
to be played. It is not fair to tho halfs to 
play behind would-be wing men ; they, (tho 
halfc) are simply the medium through which 
the ball is pissed out to tho three quarters, 
and if molested by their forwards they get 
more than their share of the hard knocks 
that may be goiDg and have no opportunity 
of giving the men behind a chance. 

Before closing I think it would be only 
fair that the Colony men should ocoupy a 
major portion of tho" Victoria forward team. 
I would also suggest that tho four three- 
quarter baok system be done away with, as 
in last Siturday's game and the previous 
ones it haB, in my opinion, not been a 
success. Spectator, 

THE " HORNETS " DEFEAT VANCOUVER. 

In Vancouver, last Saturday, the Nanai- 
mc Hornets defeated the Rugby team of tho 
Terminal city by 6 to 3 after a fast and 
thoroughly scientific gamo. The match 
opened in favor of the home team, who soon 
crowded the rubber down inside the Nanai- 
mo 25 The piny was remarkable for Borne 
time for nothing but hard work. Not very 
fast and always crowded, it atrotched out 
for nearly 20 minutes, a long aeries of heavy 
aorimmages, ahort plunges and coureo but 
effective taokling, and all within kicking 
distance of a goal. Quiuo and Woodward 
each made gallant charges, but in vain, and 
though Vanoouvor seemed more alive and 
very fast on the ball, all their essays were 
frustrated. Then they seemed to weaken, 
or rather the staying powers of Nanaimo 
began to tell. Turnet began the movement 
witn a run diagonally across the field that 
surprised everyone but those acquainted 
with Nanaimo's hose team. To save this 
£. Miller was obliged to touch down. On 
the kick off a good combination was worked. 
Woodward made a pretty but short 
run, and F. Miller getting the ball 
out of the following scrum, dodged the 
nearest and curried all before him down in- 
side the Nanaimo's 25. Hero he passed to 
Coles, ho to Home, but tho latter waa 
" down " beforo reaching the touch line, 
and, rushing tho sorum, Nanaimo beganf to 
carry the field. Kioking becamo more pre- 
valent, and one beauty Bent the ball rolliDg 
down behind tho goal line. Again Turnet 
was there and followed like a deer, ho se- 
cured a try. IngleB kicked it, but did not 
improve. 

The play moved up to centre and the same 
old series of scrumB and throw outs was re- 
peated. Roe elli did son.o neat work, as 
did Quine and E. Miller, while Coles and 
Sugrue with several others, did the work in 
the scrum. But luck was not propitious, 
and though Nanaimo had the beat of tho 
long shoves, alio too did not scjro again be- 
fore half timo Bounded. 

With tho Becond half play became faster, 
and the visitors' advantage waa a little more 
pronounced. The battle was fought out on 
tho Vancouver team's ground. Coles made 
some splendid charges, but tho scrimmage 
generally undid it all. At last tho ball wub 
worked right in front of tho Vancouver 
goal, and Blanford made a doterminod ruBh, 
but failed to got it over. Turnet again tried 
to run, but made a mispass, Woodward get- 
ting the rubber. A scrum followod, and tho 
ball gotting down in the corner was touched 
down by tho Nanaimo'H, and another try 
added to their score. Again Inglos tried 
but failed. A few minutes later a catch 
gave the visitors a fourth chance to gee it 
over tho bur, but it also was a failure. 

Tho Vancouver put up a lino spurt and 
rushed everything, both in scrum and nut. 
Woodward, Horno and Quino each hud se- 
cured a try but for the wt.isllo recalling tho 
ball, and tho farther corner was the field of 
tho hardest fight of the day. Scrimnr-ge 
followed Borimmugn. Out of o^o at lust tne 
ball reached Quine, who aemicircled prettily 
in front, and when held passed to F. Miller, 
who made a grand rush but was prettily 
tackled by Turnet, and at last cried "down" 
within a foot of tho sawdust. ScrumB fol- 
lowod fast, out of one of which F. Miller 
kicked tho hull aoroBS, everybody rushed, 
and Coles succooded in the touch down. 
Quine attempted to improvo, but did not 
gain tho extra points. The atrugglo movod 
on to oentro, thonco gradually down on Van- 
couver's 25, whore tho battle wbb waging 
when the eooond 10 minutes wub endod. 

Tho game throughout waa a very fulrono, 
especially for tho beginning of tho season 
and though Vancouver lost, tho scoro 6-3 ia 
a most creditahlo one to hold against tho 
ohamplons.— Ncws-Advertiaer. 

CORNELL YIELDS TO HARVARD. 

New York, Oct. 28.— Tho football gamo 
betwoon Harvard and Cornoll universities 
wasplayod at Manhattan field yost'irday and 
resulted in a viotory for Harvard oftor a 
rattling gamo by 22 to 12. The game waa 
from start to finish one of the best contcstod 
matohoB played horo, and had tho Cornoll 
worked with tho same vim in tho first half 
whioh thoy displayed in tho last it is any- 
thing but improbable that tho result might 
havo been diiforont. Harvard got tho firat 
goal by Wriugton, from which A, Brewor 



kicked a goal in about eight minutes. Ohl 
punted and Brewer's return was blocked by 
Rogers. B.'eohman made a touchdown, and 
Ohl kicked a goal for Cornell. Soore — 6 to 
6 C. Brewer mudo a touchdown for Har 
vard, and A Brower kicked a goal. Soore 
—Harvard, 12; Cornell, G C. Brewor 
made a touohdown and mlssod tho goal. 
Score— Harvard, 22 ; Cornell, 12. 

SEATTLE'S FIRE. 

Slxtsen Lives Lost - All But Six of the 
Bodies Identified— The Jury's 
Verdict. 

Seattle, Oot. 28. — Sixteen dead it the 
record of the firo in the West street hotol 
on Saturday morning, and of that number 
but ten have been identified. With one or 
two exceptions tho victims wero burned be- 
yond all human rosemblanoe, and identifi- 
cation of aomo was possible only by Hcrapa 
of clothing, and of others by locating tho 
rooms whero the viotima were found and 
oomparing tho same with the hotel register. 
At tho morgue the Bixteen blaakensd and 
oharred bodies wore laid Bide by aide in the 
basement, each body being twiated and 
doubled in fantastio and horrible shapes. 
All day long thero was a steady stream of 
curious people, who marohed in through one 
entrance in double file, and came out an- 
other. Officers who were on duty all day 
regulating the orowds are responsible for the 
estimate that 11,000 people saw tho sicken- 
ing results of tho holocaust. 

The injurod at tho hospital uro doing 
nicely, including D. B. Glass, who jumped 
for his life, sustaining many bruises, the 
fracture of both anklos and an injury to tho 
pelvis. C. B. Yonson, another viotlin, had 
sarious burns about the hands, but be could 
be about if he only had eomo olothes, all 
his wearing apparel being burned. These 
men were tuken to the hospital at tho In- 
stance of Dr. E. P. Heliker, who attended 
thorn and who stood good for tho cburgeB. 

The coroner's inqueBt did not bring out a 
great many new facts, but it was ascertained 
beyond a doubt that the fire was started by 
the explosion of an oil lamp in tho kitchen 
of the hotol. Tho verdict of the jury was 
as follows, being rendored early last evening 
at an hour when few were identified : 

" We, the coroner'B jury summoned to In- 
vestigate the cause cf death of tho following: 
Mrs. Otterson, Andy Ottoraon, Mrs. J, W. 
Huffman and two children, C. Wilson, An- 
gus McDonald, M, MoSorley and eight 
othora uuknown, to wit : One woman, one 
female child and bIx adult males do find 
that the abovo came to their doath by tho 
burning of the West Street hotol on the 
morning of Ootobor 27, 1894, caused by the 
explosion of a lamp. We are of tho opinion 
that such buildings are totally unfit for 
lodging purposes, and would recommend 
that proper steps be takon to prevent the 
recurrence of Buch a disaster." 

The bodies at the morgue are numbored 
and as ouch is identified it ia labeled, and 
of the sixteen victims it ia now known 
that the following persons are among the 
dead ; 

Mrs. Otteraon, aged 60, of California, 
height 5 feet 6 inches, weight 225. 

Andy Otterson, her son, aged 18, height 
5 feet 6 inches. 

Mrs. J. W. Huffman, of Fall City, wife of 
tho well-known farmer at that place. 

Mrs. J. H. Hancher, of Rolfe, Ia, , 
daughtor of Mrs. Huffman. 

Three children of Mra. Hanoher, girl 6 
yeara old, boy 4 years old and girl 2 years 
and 6 mouths old. 

John F. Anderson, aged 28, height 5 feet 
8 inohea. 

F. Ballman, Identified from the register, 
height 5 feet 8 inohea, full beard, dark hair, 
oyea that were probably blue. 

C. Grahn, identified from the register, 
height 5 feet 8 inohea, light brown hair and 
brown eyes, wub dressed in dark plaid pair 
of trousers, laced flannel undershirt, wore 
rosary around his neck, had $10 In his 
pocket, also largo white-handled jack-knife. 
Wbb probably a laboring man. 

Angus McDonald, hoight 5 feet 9 Inches, 
heavy moustaohe, large blue eyes. 

C. Wilson, biue eyes, dark hair and 
mouitacbe, polka dot shirt and brown 
Btriped pants. 

M. MeSorley, red flannel undershirt. On 
a patch of clothing on tho body waa found 
the business card of a North Seattle dentist. 

Tho unidentified bodies are listed by num- 
bers awaiting identification : 

No 1 — Height about 5 feet 6 inohea, black 
hair, blue eyes, full beard, black striped 
trousers. > 

No. 7 — Height 5 feet 9 inches, dark navy 
blue flannel ahirt, grey undershirt. 

No. 8— Burned beyond recognition, but 
was probably a large man.

POLITICAL CAPITAL. 

In view of the November eleottons our 
neighbors in Washington and Oregon States 
are trying to make all the political cipital 
they can for their soveral parties. They ap- 
poar to think that they have struok a rich 
vein in the new tariff on coal and they aro 
working it for all it is worth. The organs 
of the Republican party can hardly, with 
any appearance of sincerity, be compli- 
mented on either their logio or their truth- 
fulness. The admission of coal into the 
United States at a lower duty than formerly 
and the admission of foreign lum- 
ber without any duty at all are 
converted by them into serious grievances. 
They aro apparently ashamed to say that 
Washington and Oregon cannot compote 
with British Columbia on equal terms in 
these two commodities, so they take serious 
liberties with the truth to make the electors 
believe that the terms are not equal. For 
instance the Oregonian in its issue of Situr- 
daysayB: ''Coal mines of British Colum- 
bia operating with cheap lands and Chinese 
libor are preparing to flood Washingt 
with importations, and either oloBe the Ai 
erican mines or reduce the scale of 
wages to the Asiatic standard." The 
words we have italicised are evidently in- 
tended to scare the American miners into 
voting for tho Republican candidato. Those 
miners are told that if British Columbia coal 
is permitted to enter American ports at tho 
present rate of duty the Washington miners 
will have either no work to do or they must 
be compelled to work for starvation wages. 

It is not truo that British Columbia mines 
are operated by Chinese. The miners are 
almost exclusively Canadians ond I'JuropeanB, 
and they are, min for man, paid as well or 
perhaps better than any minora on tho con- 
tinent, thoso of the State of Wash- 
ington included. The fabrication and 
publication of this untruth looks 
▼cry much as if tho Washington mine- 
owners wanted to invent an exouse to cut 
down the wages of their mon. Wo aro quite 
certain that if the minors of Washington 
Stato were paid us woll aa those of Welling- 
ton and I\anaimo they would bo well satis- 
tied. If the inquiry is mado it will be found 
that a ton of coal whon it reuchoa tho Bur- 
face at tho mines of Wellington and Na- 
naimo cootB aB much as a ton of coal mined 
in any part of the State of Washington. 
And then tho Washington coal dealer has 
the duty of forty centa a ton and tho coat of 
conveyance to market in his favor, which, 
on a raw material of production liko ceul, is 
more than protection enough. 

Tho truth is British Columbia coal is so 
much suporior in quality to Washing- 
ton coal that the consumer of coal 
in tho Pacifio States for almoBt any 
purpose prefers it to tho home produot. 
Tho Washington coal doalor wants to compel 
tho American consumora to use an inferior 
artiolo at a high price in order, not that tho 
minors may have good wages, but that tho 
dealer may have big profits. 

We soo that the Washington newspapers 
aro growling booauso tho ships of tho Ameri 
can navy, after making many toots of tho 
quality of tho difforent coals produced on 
this side of the continont, prefer British Co- 
lumbia coal. Tho Amerioan naval oflicerB 
know that it is more economical and better 
in ovory way to use good coal in tho shipB 
they command, but tho Washington mine- 
owners do not aaro a button about tho advan- 
tage to tho country of using the bost coal 
that can bo procured. They want to Boll 
tbeir coal, and providod they oan got morn 
for it than it is really worth, they don't caro 
a button who sufforB, their country, to whioh 
they profess to bo so deeply attached, or 
their follow oitizona, whose interests they 
protend to havo at heart. This is tho long I 



WOULD BULLY THEIR CRITICS. 

Mr "L T. Dupont, President aDd Manag- 
ing Director of the V. E R. & L. Company," 
has written a somewhat peculiar lettor iu re- 
ply to our remarks on- the quality of tho 
tramway sorvioo. In that lottor he makes 
several mistakes. Ho speaks of it aa an at- 
tack on tho Tramway Company. It was 
nothing of tho kind. It oan bo seen by our 
remarks that wo consider tho Company 
as greatly injured by tho bad service 
given by their officials as is tho general 
public The sorvioo moat conducive to the 
Company's interests is one whioh is regular 
and which gives the greatest poaaiblo 
amount of accommodation to tho public. 

Tho groater part of tho President and 
MunagiDg Director's lottor is an attnok on 
Mr. W. H. Ellis, Manager of The Colonist 
Printing and Publishing Company. Mr. 
Ellis had nothing whatovor to do with 
tho articlo iu Sunday's _ Colonist. 
Ho did not Euggost it, and he 
did not know that it was writton until 
he saw ib in tho Colonist on Sunday morn 
log. That our otriotures wero jusb and re- 
quired in the interest of tho publio is tacitly 
admitted by Mr. Dupont's lettor. The ser- 
vico has of late been wretched. Tho 
oars aro Beldom at any given point on time 
and trips are often missed altogether. The 
President and Managing Dirootor of the V. E. 
R. & L. Company may be a good judge of the 
busineBS-liko and gentlemanly way cf no- 
ticing strictures in tho Press on 
his manugemont, but we can aEaure 
him that we will nob bo deterred from do- 
ing our duty to tho public with respect to 
tho tramway service by the insolence or tho 
impertinonce of tho company's officials, 

Some of the conductors and motormen 
have soen fit to address a lotter to tho Col- 
onist. Although it is not so civil as might 
be expected from men whone duty it is to 
serve the publio to tho best of their ability, 
it is quite an improvement in tono and 
style on the letter of tho President and 
Managing Direotor to the Times. Tho 
oonduotors, the motorneers and their master 
ought to know that it is possible to justify 
themjelves when they are found fault with, 
and to make all necessary explanations, with- 
out attempting to bulldoza theso who bolievo 
that the tramway service is not as good as 
it ought to be. 

We shall take another opportunity of 
dealing with Mr. Dupont's " oharge "— to 
use the words of the Times— that our 
columns " have been b»soly prostituted to 
serve the selfish ends of a blackmailer " ; 
and our contemporary's endorsation and 
amplification of that charge will alao re- 
ceivo the attention it invitea.

By the 
aid of a compass they kopt travelling ooast- 
wards, however ; hut wero still fur from 
their destination when on October i> their 
atcck of provisions had become bo low that 
they killed ono of the!/ pack horaos and 
dried about a hundred pounds of his flesh. 
A couplo of dayB after they fell in with a 
SiwaBh who put them on a trail which led to 
a Siwaah'Cimp near the head wators of tho 
Bulla Coola rivor. At this oamp thoy 
bought provisions, and from there travelled 



down bho river by oanoe in company with a 
party of the natives, reaahing Bella Coola 
on October IS, and embarking on the Danube 
a week later.

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THE BAILEY INQUEST. 

Finding of tho Csroner's Jury Exon- 
erates Sergeant Levin 
From All Blame. 



Deceased Was Accidentally Shot and 
the Oifictir Was Justiiled 
in Firing:. 

The inquest Into tho death of Indian Wil- 
liam Bailey, fatally sho: on tho 15th inst., 
wao conoluded yesterday, the ooroner's jury 
entirely exonerating Police Sergeant H. A. 
Levin from any blame in discharging the 
revolver that caused the wound. 

Dr. Ling, who had made the postmortem, 
stated that tho body was that of a well 
nourished Indian, apparently about 24 yoars 
old ; eoveral patohea of syphilis showed on 
the body, and besides superficial abrasions 
the leg had boon amputated above the knoo. 
(The main vessels of the amputated limb had 
been disaeotod out ; there was a perforating 
wound of the main artery and a longitudinal 
wound of tho main vein j all tho internal or- 
gans were normal excepting tho lungs and 
lower part of tho bowel ; on the mucuous 
portion of the lower part of tho bowel there 
was syphilitic ulceration ; the right luug 
was healthy except at the base, where there 
was some congestion ; the left lung was 
very firmly bound down to the ones') wall, 
much diminished in volume and deeply con- 
gested. 

To tho Coroner— Saw deceased boforo hiB 
death and was present at the operation ; tho 
cause of death, in my opinion, was a com- 
bination of conditions — shock of tho original 
injury, subsequent suppuration, hemorrhage, 
probably some septic absorption, and the 
shook of t he operation of amputation, together 
with the administration of ether. These 
c&uses acting on an already enfeebled sub- 
ject (from syphilis and an almost uselesj 
lung) had aauted death. 

Countable Redgrave was on night duty on 
the 15 '-h. About 10 30 that evening in 
company with Sergeant L'jvin arrested an 
Indian on the reserve ; wont thero beoauso 
thore wero a lot of drunken Indians on the 
bridge ; followed them to the resorve, and 
among the crowd was an Indian with a bot- 
tle of whiikey in his possession. Arrested 
him ; came back a few yards with him to- 
wards tho bridge when attacked by a party 
of abt as twenty ; Levin had hold of one arm 
of the ladUn prisoner, witness of the other ; 
the bandtriedtotaketheprUoneraway; while 
tussling with them a big Indian who had his 
coat off cams behind Sergeant Levin with a 
knife in his right hand raised to strike ; wit- 
ness sung out to warn Levin ; L°vin turned 
turned round and gave the big Indian a 
push back ; the Indian came up again and 
witness hit him on tho neck with bis fist 
and knocked him down. By this time the 
Indians had got the prisoner away ; witness 
and the sergeant blew their whistles, the 
Indians knocked the whistles out of their 
mouths and at the samo time separated 
them ; witness pulled out his baton and be- 
gan using it and got clear fcr a few 5sconds 
B-nd tried to get to the sergeant's assistance ; 
could see three or four holding on to Levin 
who was partly standing, one had hold of 
his head, another had him by his throat, and 
another was pressing down on his face and 
they wero foroing him back on the 
ground ; Bhouted to L«vin that the 
big Indian with the knife who was ap- 
proaching would do him. A second or two 
after heard a report and saw ailteh ; the 
flash was close to the ground ; tho Siwash 
who had Levin by tho throat fell ; the In- 
dians then let the Sergeant go for an instant ; 
Levin asked an Indian policeman who was 
present to see what was the matter with 
the man who had fallen. Instead of that the 
Indian policeman and others attacked the 
constables again. Had not seen the Indian 
policeman or the big Indian since; tho Indians 
attacked them again ; Levin and witness 
backed away from tho Indians and when they 
got near the bridge started to run for town ; 
bhe Indians pursued as far as Store street ; 
went back with more polioemen to arreBt 
the ringleaders but could not find them ; 
the wounded Indian was found in a house 
and taken up to the hospital ; a policeman 
is supposed to carry a pistol ; just before 
witness told Levin to run two Indian women 
said that tho Siwashes had gone for rilhs. 

Jamea Ross, a Port Simpson Indian, was 
on the reserve ot Peter's house on the night 
of the 15th ; Peter is a whito man who is 
blind ; don't know his other name ; witness 
loft Potor's house and went to the bridge; 
biw tho trouble below the bridge and a po- 
liceman with an Indian in custody ; a crowd 
of drunken Indians pushed the constables 
back ; the Indians pushed the constable 
thirty feet back from where they started and 
the constable shot ; the Indiana tried to oatch 
the constable who ran for town. Only saw 
one policemm, Did not see any Indian 
policeman ; did not know of ony Indion con- 
stable on me reserve. Asked if lie would 
know tho white constable again witness 
pointed to Constable Redgrave ; witness was 
standing a hundred feot from tvhero the 
shot was fired. Some amusemont waB caused 
by witness swearing that Constable Red- 
grave fired tho shot. 

Tho ovidence being nil taken the jury 
wore left to consider thoir verdict. Some of 
them stating, however, that they could not 
come to any propor decision without more 
evidence Sergeant Levin was put on the 
Btand to make his statement. 

It vriB to tho effect that on tho night in 
question ho, with constable Redgrave, went 
over to tho reservation to arreBt a SiwaBh 
who had a bottle of whiskey in bin posses, 
aion. Ho corroborated the ovidonco given 
by Rodgrave as to the row and tho Indian 
with his coat off brandiBhing a knife. 
Three or four of them had hold of him; one 
had his hand over his (Levin's) mouth to pro 
vent him blowing his whistle; juat then hoard 
Rodgrave shout to bo on guard as the man 
with the knife was noar him ; aftor a hard 
struggle he pullod his revolver and firod, do- 
ing hiabesbto striko the ground. As ho 
Brad tho Indian Bailoy fell ; ho was right in 
front holding witness by tho throat ; 
the Indians then all let go ; wit- 
ness triod to mako an Indian 
who wore a policeman's cap and 
had a baton, corns to the assistance of tho 
Indian who had fallen ; ho only shook hia 
baton in witness' face ; witness put his re- 
volver back in his ooat pooket ; the Indiana 
" jumped " him a second timo, ovidontly to 
try and take the revolver ; witness awung 
clear and pulled the rovolver a second timo, 
and tho Indiana foil back. Ho and Rod- 
grave then retreated. Witnesa gavo praoti- 
cally the samo atory aa Rodgravo in thia 
respect. 

To a juryman— When tho Siwashes had 
hold of mo I had thought to frighten them 
by firing at the ground — triod to shoot clear 
of everyone's feeb. 

The jury after consulting for about twon- 
ty minutes brought in a verdict as follows : 

U That decoasod oamo to his doath from a 
combination of causes resulting from a bul- 
let wound In tho left thigh recoivod on tho 
night of Ootobor 15 on tho Indian roserve, 
and tho necessary troatmont thorofor oper- 
ating upon a disoasod and enfeebled consti- 




tution ; that such bullet was inflicted by 
Sergeant H A. Lovin accidentally whilst in 
the excoution of his duty, and that he was 
justified in discharging his revolvor under 
tho circumstances."

TECHNICAL EDUCATION. 

To the Editor :— There were oortain im- 
portant points in the diecussion of technical 
education in tho city hall last Thursday 
ovening that were not mentioned, and 
which only Tcquiro to be brought to notice 
to be appreciated by all intorestod in this 
important subject. 

One speaker voiced the opinion of the 
teachers that thero Is already too little time 
to get through the work of the present cur- 
riculum, and that tho attempt to oruah 
technical eduoation into our schools could 
not but bo disastrous. He oluimod, too, 
that good results would follow the estab- 
lishment of night schools for thoso who had 
already finished their ordinary Bchool course, 
and advocated tho toaohiog of music, draw- 
ing, ohomiatry aup mechanics. 

Another apcaker thought tho idea of 
night soboola a good one, and in order to 
mako room for technical olaR^ea in the High 
school advocated tho dropping of certain 
Bubjeota, Buoh as history and geography. 

The Hon. Minister of Education atatod 
p'ainly his deniro to limit tho work in some 
way, but so far had failed to find that way 
and keep up with tho progress of tho world's 
educational march. Other speakers, amongst 
thorn tho Editor of the Colonist, expressed 
tho idea that tho boneficial iijfluonco of tho 
technical classea would more than counter- 
balance tho loea of time. 

I claim that night sohools would altogeth- 
er fail to meet tho growing demand for tooh- 
nical education, in fact would not bo tho 
development of tho idea at all bo far as our 
schools are concerned, but would form a 
Boparato institution altogothor, and fail to 
benefit tho pupils of our day schools, over- 
burdened us they now aro with homo work. 
Tho great causes of complaint against our 
schools aro tho excessive night tasks and tho 
tremondoua impositions heaped upon offend- 
ing pupila by thoughtless and heartless 
teaohors. 

I believe, air, that we aro not aimiog at 
too muob, but that wo ore attempting to 
do a very largo amount of work iu 
loo Utile time — that our course is 
too lengthy for tho time allowed. 
Is anything gained by this haste? Does it 
benefit pupils or is the injury receivod by 
the youth of our land greater than the Boom- 
ing benefits accruing therefrom ? aro ques- 
tions that aro worthy of consideration by all 
concerned. 

Does not the great causo of all this push 
and drive lie in the fact that our High 
school entrance examination is held bi-aunu- 
ally? Would not better resultB follow tho 
changing of this examination to an annual 
one, and prevent to a groat extent this haste 
and cram that characterizes our system to 
such a largo extent ? 

I believe tho fuot need only be brought to 
the notice of our Council of Public Instruc- 
tion — to that of our courteous and capable 
Ministorof Education — to meet their hearty 
approval and rtcoivo their cordial support. 
I am confident, too, that euch a change 
would reoeivo the ready asBeut of our sym- 
pathetic and progressive Superintendent of 
Education. Moreover, it ia in accord with 
the ideas and wishes of our inspectors and 
principals, as woll as those of our most ad- 
vanced teaohors. I know that it would bo 
a mighty relief to the overburdened children 
of Victoria. _ 

The cramming process has been tried 
here as in othor places and has failed. It 
certainly is not the best educative prooc-as 
if it can at all bo dignified by that name. 
Pupils, or rathor a majority of them, aro 
disgusted and discouraged instead of being 
aided and encouraged. In short, it is only 
a question of the survival of tho fittest. 
The weak many suffer for the advantage of 
the atroDg few. 

I fancy that pupil, parent and teaohor 
would at onco foel the benefits ariaing from 
Buch a change. Especially would it bo 
noticeable in school class-work. Make the 
examination harder, and provent those pass 
ing who now only elip through and after- 
wards drag on, a source of vexition and 
worry to teacher and olasa and of humilia- 
tion to themselves. 

Wo are, if anything, a commercial people, 
and our schools offer nothing speoial in tho 
most important of all work of which I have 
been writing, namsly, a commercial course, 
Our young women as well aa our young men 
urgently require such a course more than 
any other that oan be mentioned, but tho 
cry is, " there ia no time." 

How does such a fact strike you, Mr. 
Elitor? What do our commercial men 
tuink of it? Batter take a little moro time 
and fit pupils for lifo instead of mistitlng 
them as is too often tho oase at preoent. By 
changing this particular examination, room 
and time could moro readily be found for 
such as technical education and tho very 
lowost forms or divisions could bo benefit- 
ed thereby as woll as tho moro advanced. 

In conclusion, if the progressive ideas of 
tho Ministorof Eduoation aro carried out 
they cannot but bo productivo of immonao 
good. He will cortainly meet with oppo- 
sition in carrying out such plans, but will ta 
certainly rocoivo tho commendation and 
praise of the rising and futuro Generations 
of British Columbians. Vekitas. 



TRAM-CAR SERVICE. 

To THE EDITOR: — Replying to your edi- 
torial of Sunday morning re irregular tram- 
way service, wo beg to cull your uttenli«n to 
a few (of many) facta thut will we trust con- 
vinco you tho blanio doea not rest where 
you suppose, namely, on the motorneors and 
conductors, but, on certain conductors and 
other causes. First, aiui.o tho sewer excava- 
tions wero commenced on Government, 
Yatea, Fort and Douglas streets, wo have 
been uuablo to keep our cars running on 
time, us wo uro subject to constant delay, 
frequently losing from three to seven min- 
utes a trip, beoauie the tramway rails aro 
about tho only purt of these streets that uro 
loft for teams to drivo on along these excava- 
tions. 

While at tho outer ond of Douglas 
otroot wo aro compelled to run very slow, on 
account of coving in of an r::aavution under 
tho truck, und for soveral days paat wo wore 
not allowed to run over a portion of thiB 
traok. Again, somo of tho contractors 
try to keop tho rails clear, whilo 
othors atom to tako delight in 
throwing obstructions on tho track, 
and will stand by and boo tho motorntor 
stop his our, get down und reniovo stones, 
etc., from tho rails, also ; on Douglas street 
at the proBont timo thero are at night, two 
fencos that tho conductors evory trip havo 
to takedown, thon run tho oars through, stop 
tho cur and put tho fence up again. 

Again, at this timo of tho year, tho loavnB 
in falling from tho treoa almost cover tho 
rails in oortain plaoes on Fort street and 
Cadhoro liay road, making it very dillioult 
to climb grades and decidedly risky in going 
down because thocar whoola havo no hold 
on tho rails, so that when delayed by otherB 
wo oannot in climbing and d*re not in going 
down grades attompt to mako up timo. 

If you hud taken tho trouble to rido over 
the lines and had seen tho beautiful mud 
deposited on tho rails and felt tho effeot on 
tho oars of tho olootrio current trying to 
find o return path through tho aforesaid 
mud, or wutoh the oro from throo to eighteen 
inohoa long, caused by this aamo current 
feeling ita way through tho mud to tho rail 
you would if you understood anything about

The cm cart opened with tho "Thuring- 
ian Volksiied," (Abt.), a plaintive and 
very tuneful selection ; then the wholo 
strength of tho club was shown in Mendels- 
sohn's spirited hunting song, whoso piotur- 
esque brightneas of word painting 
needs only tho animating musio to 
which it is set to kindle hearts 
and eyoB, In theBe two intro- 
ductory numbers the audienco had ample 
opportunity to sco that the olub 
had improved, not retrograded, dur- 
ing their disappearance from tho oyea 
of the musical publio.

City Health OlHcer ReportsiHis Expe- 
rience of Sanitary Conditions 
in the Orient. 

One Electric Expert Considered Suill- 
elpnt to Look After the Com- 
pleted Electric Light. 

There was a full city council mooting lust 
night, Aid. Keith-Wilson, who haa been 
laid up with Boiatioa for tho last couplo of 
woeks, putting in his first appearance. 

Archer Martin wrote that hia oliont, 
James Wilkorson, on tho 18 .h Inst, fill in- 
to a Bewor at the corner of D luglaa and Fib- 
gard streets and had Bineo been laid up. Ho 
claimed damages from tho city and the oon- 
traotora. Reforrod to tho Bewerago oommit- 
tee and commissioners to report. 

The oity solicitors wrote re Lmgdon's 
olaim against tho oity asking for furthor 
particulars. Tho claim iB for damagoo for 
injurieB sustained by reason of a broken 
aidewalk at Pembroke street. Roforred to 
the Btreot ooinmitteo to report. 

Jas. M. Purr, ro James Bjy causeway, 
wroto offering to got a oontractor to carry 
out his plans for tho sum stated, and in re- 
gard to which ho had alroady written tho 
council. Reforrod to tho special oommittee. 

Geo Knowles and Wm. Bell applied for 
admission to tho Old Men's Homo. Roforred 
to the Borne committee. 

H. E A. Robortaon, secretary of the 
promonado concert and decoration commit- 
teo for the Governor General's visit, asktd 
that VateB end Government street might be 
cleaned up for tho occasion. 

His \\ OBSBIF thought that in all proba- 
bility the contractors would havo all the dirt 
away by then. Received and filed. 

The City Solicitors wroto that the con- 
veyances Irom Messrs. Turnor and Pearao of 
land grantod for widening Cadboro Bay 
road were ready and would be exeouted if 
tho council would stand the exponas of mov- 
ing the fences. ThiB was agreed to. 

Dr. Duncan, city health officer, reported 
as follows : 

29th Uotober, 1894. 
To Hix Worship (he Mayor, and Board of 
Aldermen of I he City of Victoria 

Mu. Mayor and Gentlemen :— Od re- 
suming my duties aa mbdical health cliioor 
of tho city of Victoria I tender you my Bin- 
core thanks for tho opportunity afforded me 
of visiting Japan and China for tho purposo 
of securing surgical practioe possible under 
the prcaent international conditions in tho 
East. I may say I availed myself of the 
occasion to acquaint myself as far as possible 
with tho health condition of the pooples 
from which at present British Columbia 
draws the bulk of hor Immigration. 

As is well known, tho port of Hongkong 
ia the ono at which tho Oriental vessels take 
on' their Chinese Bteerogo passengers, and 
fortunately for myself and tho object I had 
in vi6W, I happened to bn oalled upon to uct 
as surgeon on board the R.M S.S. " Empress 
of India " from Yokohama to Hongkong and 
return. On my arrival at Hongkong I at 
once placed myself in communication with 
tho imperial and local health otiioiale, and 
by thoLi was afforded exceptional opportuni- 
ties of acquainting mysolf with tho sanitary 
conditions affecting Oriental pasaenger traf- 
fic. To Dr. Loweon, aoting Buperintendont 
of the civil hoapital, I am indebted for much 
valuable information and assistance, he hav- 
ing personally accompanied mo through the 
native quarters and supplied me with facte 
as to their conditions of life and the diseases 
prevalent among them. 

At the time of my arrival at Hong- 
kong through the cxercions of Dr. Loweon 
and Dr. Ayers, colonial surgeon, tho Bu 
tonic plsgue (Blaok plague) had been about 
stamped out, only fourteen convalescent 
patients beiDg under treatment. Theae 
were, however, sufficient to enable mo, 
with the assistance of the above named 
gontlomen, to acquaint myaolf with the 
character of the malady, which being fos- 
tered by filth, had its homo among the 
lowest classes of the Chinese population. 
Moreover, it had been brought into Hong- 
kong by the Cantonese, who constitute the 
greater proportion of the Chinese immigra- 
tion to tho Pacifio coast of North America. 
It is well to stato here that, eavo under the 
most exceptional conditions, the whito popu- 
lation of Hongkong and other Chinoso porta 
are not affocted by infectioua and contagious 
diseases as are tho Chinese sinco they live 
in a section of their own and aro under 
Europoan conditions of life. 

My contact with tho Chinese in Hong- 
kong and Shanghai alao clearly satitfied mo 
that their sanitary conditions ond habits of 
life wore infinitely worae than thoso of tho 
Chineao in our oity, and hence tho greater 
the neceaaity for aafoguarding oureolvea 
against thn possible effects of tho ii. flax of 
this claea of population. 

Although tho butonic plaguo to which I 
havo roferred had only been a recent and 
temporary outbreak, 1 waB informed by l)r 
Ayers, H.M. colonial surgeon, having 
chargo of tho sanitary condition of Hong- 
kong, that smallpox is never absent from 
tho ChineBO population. Ho advisod 
me ae to the noeda of apeoial 
proc&utiona, particularly during tho winter 
months when tho Chineao aro hordod to- 
gothor for warmth and boing uudor unsan- 
itary oonditioiiB, smallpox becomea epidemic. 

Canton and Hongkong aro but a fow 
houra distant from each olhor and boats ply 
daily between them. It will thus hi seen 
thot if Canton is, aa Dr. Ayora doacribed it, 
the filthiest city uudor heaven, and since 
tho groater number of emigranta come 
from that point, how great aro the rieka in- 
curred by our community and how neces 
sary it is to enforce tho most stringent 
sanitary regulations against people com 
Ing from that quarter. Surely paat expert 
euces havo amply domonatrated how true it 
is that Chineeo immigration is, from the 
point of view ot hoalth, the moat dangerous 
olemont ngninst which we havo to contend 

Tho white population of Hongkong do 
not llvo under conditions in any way ro 
sombling thoso of the Chinese, aro a totally 
distinot community, and when on board 
Bhip are divided from thorn by a "fixed 
gulf " — the -well of tho ship. Beaidoa, tho 
Chineao on board ship aro every day in 
epocted by tho Burgeon, and aro drivon on 
tho Btcorago deck aoveral times a wook, 
during which their quartors are disinfected 
All this serves to show the excellence of tho 
arrangements and accommodation for tran 
portation by the C PR steamors, which 
rondors it unnectssary to treat whito paB 
songers on landing in tho samo way aa tho 
Orientals, no white paaaongors being found 
among the Chineao atccrago passengerB. 

In tho affidavit sworn by mo in a rooent 
case I said " that I boliovod tho baggage 
of tho said ChinoBO paBBongors to 
bo particularly dangerous, coming 
as it does from quartors whioh 
wo know not of among tho Chineao in a 
similar way as rags ooming from ports at 
which cholera is provalont would bo par- 
ticularly liable to contain cholera germs." I 
now know from porsonal oxperionco that 
this statement is absolutely truo, and I 



can well understand tho origin of many 
isolated oasea of amallpox which wero dis- 
covered in Chiuatown long after the epi- 
demic of 1892 was "utamped out." I re- 
pout, l hat lh<) baggago of Chinamen is par- 
ticularly dangerous. It ia exposed to all 
the oonditiona of disease beforo being packed 
and takon on board, where it does not meet 
with a tomporaluro destruotive ot thegorms, 
and it is only when opened out those germs 
of dinease, butonio plague, cholera, typhoid 
fever, etc, havo the opportunity of being 
spread and propagatod. 

Subjected as they aro on board Bhip to 
daily exposure to the purifying influonoeB of 
fresh air, their quarters being daily ven- 
tilated mid disinfected several timos a week, 
it may be truo, and likoly is so, that tho 
persoiiB and clothing of the Chineao ure froo 
from disoaso, but as Dr. L iwson counselled 
mo to bo absolutely oertuin that no disoaso 
be introduced, tho person's clothing and 
baggago muat bo disinfectod prior to land- 
ing- 

I am happy to be ablo to romark that, aa 
tho roeult of my inquifiea and peraonal ob- 
Bervationa, I found that tho opinions ex- 
pressed and tho suggestions made by the 
provinolal modioal health oflioer, Dr. J. C. 
Davie, in regard to infeatious and contagious 
diaoaaes at the port of Hongkong, were ab- 
solutely and strictly correct, and thot in no 
way was anything done either by the 
provinoial or municipal authorities whioh 
was not necessitated by tho faots 
of tho case. Honkgong is emphatically 
an infected port, and aa such must bo re- 
garded ; indoed, ib would bo u negleot of 
duty hardly loss than criminal not to fumi- 
gate fho Chineso baggage, whilo in my 
opinion to reduoo the danger of tho intro- 
duction of disease by such pereonB to a 
minimum wo should do as is done in Aus- 
tralian ports, disinfect their persons and 
olothiDg. 

H&viDg had during the year 1893 to handlo 
17 isolated oases of smallpox I can speak 
feelingly ou the subject. There wero many 
obstacles against which the health depart- 
ment bad to contend. Tho law, or possibly 
its interpretation, complicated matters vory 
much, and looal appliances and facilities 
were deficient. 

Experience has Bhown that tho hoalth by- 
law n quirca amendment, and it may be that 
the provincial hoalth law ia susceptible of 
improvement. I may say that tho city 
should havo a well equipped suapeot atation, 
at which gooda could bo disinfected without 
injury, and to thia matter I would respect 
fully call tho attention of your honorable 
body. 

I write and have writton strongly on 
theae points, but as your Medical Health 
Officer I do ao with the Btrong conviotion of 
my responsibility in the matter. 

Wo oannot take too many precautions 
against lnfootiotis and contagious diseases, 
and I truat that the city council will not 
only rcgn.rd the subject as I do but will 
adopt all measures that experience and com- 
mon sense have shown to be necessary.

Ald. Munn wanted to know If there waa 
any means at the isolation hospital for dis- 
infecting infected Chinese and their luggago. 

His Worship replied that the means at 
present were very poor and should be im- 
proved. 

Ald. Munn— That ia a matter wo should 
take up at an early date. 

In this the Mayor agreed. 

Ald. Munn introduced u by law to regu- 
late tho stringing of electric wires through 
tho oity. 

The financo committee reported recom- 
mending appropriations of 5443 10; also 
$.320 for oleotrlo light. The Bchool trustees 
asked for $100. Both reports took tho 
usual course. 

Tho finanoo committeo reported that Har- 
rison& Walkeloy's account had beenarranged 
and would be paid. The question of Redon 
& Hartnaglo's letter having been settled 
should not be roopened. Recommending that 
the fire insurance, tax bo not reduced. That 
the third story of the city hall not being oc- 
cupied, thoro was no need of a tiro esoape 
there. Adopted. 

Tho struotB committee and city engineer 
reported on various Bubjects. The latter 
reportatated that before granting tho requeat 
to widen Johnson streot at the upper por- 
tion, next to Mr. DeCoBmoa' property, parts 
of lota 1 end 2 would have to bo acquired. 
Adopted. 

Ald. Keith-Wilson thought if the peo- 
plo there wanted to have tho street widened 
they should pay for it. He objected strongly 
to tho city buying land to benefit people in 
a aertain part of tho city becauso the prop- 
erty owners did not wish to stand the 
exponeo. Thoy would next bo asked to 
opon up tho enw alleys in James Bay because 
tho original owners were too niggardly to 
opon up wide onough atreeta. 

Ald. Baker thought it hard not to buy a 
small bit of land liko what waB asked for 
and so mako tho other people suffer. Tho 
widening waa neoosaary. 

Ald Keith WlLSOM boliovod in having 
tho property in that neighborhood pay for 
the improvement. 

Ald. Humphrey moved that Mr. North- 
cott put a value on tho land. That would 
not bind tho oity to anything, however. 
Carriod. 

Tho olectric light committeo reported that 
as there r.ro two electric oxperts in tho em 
ploy of tho city, and thero is no need to ro 
tain both, ono bo diBponsod with. Thoy 
recommended that whon the now plant was 
completed tho superintendent in ohargo of 
it should givo ilia undivided attendod to the 
work. 

Ald. Styles wantod to know which ex 
pert tho committeo wishod to rotain and 
what his Balary would bo. 

Ald. Mitnn oxplainod that tho commit 
too wanted tho council to decide tho ques- 
tion. Tho committeo wore of tho opinion 
that aa a now and exponBive plant was being 
pub in, the man in ohargo should givo his 
whole attention to it. 

Ald. Dwter agreod with what Aid. 
Munn had Baid. He did not care one
